Bridges of the C ottondale 
country was here Monday, and re­ 
ported th a t the farmers in his section 
were f a v o ra b ly impressed with 
the 
plan of fighting the boll weevil as 
suggested in last week’s Messenger, 
and are using the plan. 
Mr. B ridges 
said the fa r m e r s in his section wanted 
to know m ore a b o u t the life of the 
grown, working weevil; 
and we here 
give the result of o u r inquiry in the 
section where experiments have been 
made. 
The weevil is somewhat like a 
bee, in th a t it does no work d u rin g 
the winter but rem ains in active until 
the weather gets warm, but after be­ 
coming active, it has a b o u t the same 
life of a b e e - a b o u t thirty days. So, it 
is evident from these facts th a t if the 
stung squares can be gathered and 
burned d u rin g the life of the present 
bunch of weevils, you will h ave de­ 
stroyed e n ough eggs and g ru b s in 
the squares to greatly diminish the 
supply of boll weevils.

FLOATING CONTACT MINES. 


CLK BURNE, Texas.—That the re­ 
duction of the num ber of 
district 
judges will m aterially improve the 
administration of Justice is one of the 
claims of Judge S. C. Padelford of 
this city, who has given his views 
on the subject to the Texas Econom ­ 
ic League. 
Judge Padelford’s views, embodied 
in his communication to the League, 
are as follows: 
“One of the m ost important func­ 
tions of government is to establish 
and operate such a judicial system 
as will furnish the people a pure, 
speedy, cheap, uniform and efficient 
system of justice. 
In order to ac­ 
complish this, it is necessary to have: 
First, a proper judicial system. 
Second, com petent, pure and inde­ 
pendent judges. 
Third, an able and upright bar. 
Fourth, if it is a trial by jury, an 
Intelligent, honest and unprejudiced 
jury. 
Fifth, simple and efficient rules of 
procedure. 
I desire to refer only to our judi­ 
cial system , and especially the appel 
ate departm ents. 
“Our present judicial system was 
fully adopted in 1891. 
At present our 
appellate system consists of one court 
of crim inal appeals of three judges, 
with final jurisdiction in all crim inal 
appeals; one suprem e court of three 
judges, with final jurisdiction in all 
civil appeals, and nine interm ediate 
courts of appeal of three judges each, 
with 
appellate jurisdiction 
in 
civil 
m atters alone. 
“H aving two separate independent 
courts of last resort, one in civil and 
the other in crim inal m atters, they 
have heretofore an i will continue to 
have 
disagreem ents 
on 
im portant 
nutations, thus producing irreconcil­ 
able conflicts in our law. 
“In civil m atters where the district 
j“Ourt has original jurisdiction, and a 
few other instances, cases tried in the 
lower court can be carried by w rit of 
error to our suprem e court, and fin­ 
ally settled by a m ajority opinion of 
the supreme court. 
The trial court 
may decide the law iii favor of toe j 
plaintiff, from this an appeal could j 
Ce taken to the court of appeals, and J 
there the judgm ent of the lower court ! 
affirmed by an undivided court; 
a j 
writ of error could be granted by two 
of the supreme court judges, one dis­ 
senting, and a judgm ent rendered re- j 
versing tin* 
judgment 
of the 
trial 
court and the c o u rt of appeals. Thus 
tv. o supreme judges could overrule : 
tine supreme judge and the three ap­ 
pellate judges, and also the district 
judge.

er, more efficient, without conflict 
ftni more uniform than is accomp­ 
lished by our present system.

first great need is the reorganization 
of our Judicial system, so as to give 
lo the people spec by. cheap justice 
and uniformity in law.”

Why so few vessels are now de­ 
stroyed by floating contact mines in 
the w ar zone compared w ith the num ­ 
ber sunk at the start of hostilities is 
thus explained by a naval officer: 
“A short time after the M aine xvas 
blown up or even before the Spaniards 
mined all the harbors in Cuba w ith 
both floating contact and electric mines. 
That was particularly true of G uanta­ 
namo harbor. 
Entirely unsuspicious 
of mines, our ships steam ed in there 
early in the w ar and opened fire on the 
Spanish position. 
As the ships steam ­ 
ed along both the M arblehead and the 
Texas fouled floating contact mines 
w ith their propellers and literally drag­ 
ged them from their moorings, yet no 
explosion followed. 
The launches of 
the M arblehead and of the other ships 
then sw ept the harbor and In all got 
nineteen contact mines. 
“One day on board the United States 
ship P anther I saw a gunner’s mate 
dism antling one of the mines. He had 
already removed the charge of guncot­ 
ton. 
Being interested in the m atter, I 
asked him why the mines had not ex­ 
ploded when fouled by the Marblehead 
and the Texas. 
By w ay of answ er he 
picked up a m achinist’s ham m er and 
struck one of the contact plungers a 
powerful blow. 
The plunger was not 
even started. 
On examination I found 
th at the percussion contact plungers 
were all so securely sealed by barna­ 
cles and m arine growths that the 
plungers would break off before they 
could be driven home. 
“That, of course, happened in tropi­ 
cal w aters after only a few months of 
service. 
In tho tem perate zone the 
same thing w’ill'occur, but not so soon. 
Tile mines in European w aters have 
been down a year, and I believe that 
many of them have been rendered in­ 
nocuous from the same cause* The re­ 
m ark applies, of course, only to con­ 
tact mines.”

Mr. Livingston M. Mays, member 
of the S. P. Brooks campaign com­ 
mittee, in an interview today called 
attention to an article in the editorial 
columns of the Dallas News of date 
June 15, concerning the straw votes 
taken by the editors of Texas on their 
trip from El Paso to Cloud Croft, just 
after the recent meeting of the Texas 
Press association at El Paso. 
The 
straw vote was taken by Ed Harrison 
of the B aylor County Banner, and it 
represented the beliefs of the the sev 
eral editors instead of their personal 
sentiments. 
The article in part was 
as follows: 
“ Printed cards were passed through­ 
out the train with the explanation 
that each participator should state 
what his conviction was as to the 
comparative positions of the candi­ 
dates named on the cards. 
Respons­ 
es were taken up from 157 editors, 
after sufficient time for due consider­ 
ation, with the result: 
Brooks was 
given first place by fifty-four editors, 
Culberson by forty-four, Colquitt by 
thirty-two, Campbell by thirty-seven, 
Henry by four; 
Brooks was given 
second place by forty-six, Culberson 
by thirty-four, Colquitt by 
thirty- 
four, Campbell by twenty-six, Henry 
bv seventeen. 
Judge Riddle was as­ 
signed a place in the running by sev­ 
eral, but not around the top. The ed­ 
itors who participated in this sympos­ 
ium of opinion 
represented 
every 
quarter of Texas, and the result of 
their combined judgment is interest­ 


ing.” 
The straw vote showed 157 editors 
participated in it. 
Of these ninety- 
six were of the opinion that Brooks 
would run either 
first 
or second: 
seventy-eight that Culberson would 
run either first or second; 
sixtv-six 
that Colquitt would run first or sec­ 
ond; 
fifty-three that Campbell would 
run first or second, and twenty-one 
that Henry would run first or second, 
the vote being taken both a^ to first 
and second places. 
Mr. Mays says that the vote is very 
significant as to the strength cfi' the 
Hon. S. P. Brooks, for many rea­ 
sons. 
The editors of Texas are in a 
position to get the drift of public op in ­ 
ion. 
The strength of Dr. Brooks as 
shown by this vote is emphasized by 
the fact that he is a private citizen, 
has never held public office, lias never 
been in a position to grant favors, 
has no political machine, and has not 
advertised in any newspaper in Texas 
for the reason tqat he has no cam­ 
paign fund and consequently has had 
no money with which to pay for ad­ 
vertising. 
This vote is not only a 
tribute to Dr. Brooks bnt it is as well 
a vindication of his judgment when 
he ?aid that his opinion was that his 
lack of money would not injure him 
with the newspaper men of Texas for 
the reason that he has such confi­ 
dence in their honor aud integrity as 
to believe that their opinions would 
not be controlled by the profits of 
their 
advertising columns. —Dallas 
Dispatch.

The people of Montague county are 
becomming alarmed over the raid of 
the boll weevil and the letter given 
below is being sent to tho farmers of 
that county. It will be noted that 
the plan for getting rid of the weevil 
is the same as advocated by the Wise 
County Boll Weevil club last week. 
This plan of picking up and destroy­ 
ing the stung squares has been recoin 
mended and urged by the State de­ 
partment of agriculture, and is being 
recommended all over the state. 
To Montague County Farmers: 
We have cotton boll weevis in this 
county. As you know they did con­ 
siderable damage last year, and as 
they are now showing up in many 


field s already this season, it is up t,o 
us to grow cotton under weevil condi­ 
tions this year and we can do it. 
Now is the time to get ready to fight 
the pest. 
There are some features of 
the fight against the weevil that we 
cannot do just now, hut there ate two 
essential things we can do. 
First, pick up the 
early 
fallen 
squares. 
Don’t say it will not p a y , 
for it will. 
I have seen it sufficiently 
tried out in other counties where the 
weevil has been very bad for some 
time. 
Farmers who pick up the fal­ 
len squares and keep up the agita­ 
tion of the stalks with continuous 
cultivation 
have 
invariably made 
goon yields, while adjoining fields, 
where these things were not done, the 
cotton was almost a failure. The fal­ 
len squares which 
have been pun­ 
ctured contain the egg or the larvae 
(little worm) and will develop weevil 
within a short time. 
By picking up 
the early fallen squares the job will 
! be comparatively light and the great­ 
est good will he accomplished. The 
I grower 
should 
watch 
for 
fallen 


I squares 
and immediately attach a 
! pole, brush or similar article to his 
j cultivator so as to shake stalks ann 
; hasten the falling of the punctured 
squares, 
These squares should be 
, picked u}) and burned. 
This destruc- 
| lion of the early fallen squares goes 
to the very bottom of the matter. 
It 
I it was possible to destroy every pun- 


I ctured square early in the season a 
whole generation of weevils would be 
stroyed in two or three weeks. The 
boll weevil that has gone through the 
winter lives but a short time after she 
has laid a quota of eggs. 
If we de­ 
stroy this early family of young ones 
in LJUe squares we can go right on 
making a crop of cotton. 
The second essential thing that we 
can do is to practice shallow cultiva­ 
tion every week or ten days, with 
something attached to the cultivator 
to agitate the stalks. This cultiva­ 
tion should be kept up until late so 
as to get a maximum crop set on the 
plants. 
The culture 
recommended 
helps to conserve the moisture in 
times of drouth, and even if we have 
a few weevils we can encourage the 
stalks to put on more than the weevil 
will destroy.

work of the weevil that went through 
the winter. At this time the amount 
of egg-laying weevils is compara­ 
tively small, and it is the old pro­ 
verb, “ a stitch in time,” etc. 
Do not become discouraged because 
the weevil has come. 
Lt is a pe*t and 
must be handled in this county just 
like other farmers handle it where 
they grow cotton in spite of the pest. 
If the directions here given are fol­ 
lowed cotton can be profitably pro­ 
duced under boll weevil conditions. 
This plan is no m an’s theory but is a 
well tried plan that has proven suc­ 
cessful in many of the counties of 
Texas, Arkansas and Louisiana. 
The greatest obstacle that has been 
found in connection with the fighting 
of the weevil is the lack of confidence. 
Where a farmer has gone into the 
fight with the determination to suc­ 
ceed, feeling confident that success 
would crown his efforts, he has come 
out victorious. 
A very simple device to aid in the 
picking up of the squares is made by 
taking a broom handle and adjusting 
several small nails in the end, remov­ 
ing the nail heads and sharpening the 
nails. This affords a cluster of fin­ 
gers and by pressing this down on 
the squares they are lifted from the 
ground, and when 
the fingers are 
tilled they can be easily cleaned by 
stripping off the squares in in one’s 
hand and depositing them in a sack 
carried attached to the person for the 
purpose. 
By this means a small boy 
can pick the square rapidly, doing 
several times the work one can by 
stooping and picking with the hands, 
and the work is not nearly so tire 
some.

As we go to press a report comes 
out of Mexico to the effect that a bat­ 
tle has been fought between a troop 
of Gen. Pershing’s command and a 
regiment of Mexican infantry.

report says a score of U. S. soldiers 
were killed and seventeen were taken 
prisoners. 
The Mexicans’ losses are 
said to have been very heavy.

fight occurred in a canyon about IOO 
miles south of the border.

Americans are leaving Mexico.

S . warships have been ordered to 
Mexico’s ports. 
Juarez and Mata­ 
moras, stations for large armies of 
__e de facto government, have been 
vacuated, the troops going into the

fry ten miles in the inter­ 
ior.

"ternational bridges are 
“ fixed” b y , a Mexicans with heavy 
'dynimite charges, and when our sol­ 
diers start across these bridges are 
to be destroyed. 
At this writing the 
conflict, it seems, is only a matter of 
hours. 
Mexico has a population of fifteen 
million. 
Out of this number proba­ 
bly an army of one hundred thousand 
men and boys could be marshalled 
and equipped. 
The country through 
which the 
American 
forces would 
have to go to reach the capital city 
is devastated and food for man and 
beast would have to be transported 
by our army. 
With the states’ vol­ 
unteers, Gen. Funston has an army 
of about 1T5.000 men, well equipped 
and Anxious to “ go ' ’

Owls Are Useful Birds. 
Some people have not yet got rid 
of the idea that owls are harmful birds 
deserving of destruction. 
They are 
classed as theives and robbers that 
prey upon poultry and many useful 
birds. 
This idea has no foundation. 
With the possible exception of one spe­ 
cies of owl, known as the great horned 
owl, every other kind earns its protec­ 
tion by its good services. 
Other owls 
do an incalculable amount of good in 
destroying harmful rodents and insects 
that are a menace to agriculture and 
fruit growing. 
Of the short eared owl it lins been 
proved that fully 75 per cent of its 
food is meadow mice, while gophers, 
shrews, small rabbits and insects make 
up most of the remaining 25 per cent. 
A well known ornithologist says of 
tho barn owl: “It is surprising that at 
the present day any one should think 
it necessary to write a fresh plea for 
this bird—a bird that has been a favor­ 
ite of our ornithologists for the last 
hundred years and whose praises may 
be read iii a hundred volumes on our 
library shelves. 
Ile who destroys ar 
owl is an encourager of mice. Looker 
at from an economic standpoint, it 
would be difficult to point out a more 
useful bird than this owl.”

Lord Byron Had a Positive Dread 
Fridays and Sundays. 
The bf-lief in palmists and sooth­ 
sayers is not. as is sometimes sup­ 
posed, confined to the ignorant and the 
credulous. 
Lord Byron was not a 
Skeptic in these m atters.

ms death, as recorded in “Byron—The 
Last Phase,” by Richard Edgecumbe,

teller in Scotland. 
“His mother, who firmly believed in 
chiromancy and astrology, had sent 
ifor this person and desired him to iu- 
tform him what would be the future 
destiny of her son. H aving examined 
attentively the palm of his hand, the 
roan looked at him for aw hile stead­ 
fastly and then with a solemn voice 
exclaimed, ‘Beware of your thirty-sev­ 
enth year, my young lord, bew are!’

HORSES IN BATTLE. 


Methods of the Days When Chariots 
Were Used In Warfare. 
In the old days when the Romans 
and Greeks fought furious battles the 
■charioteers drove their cars in all di­ 
rections, hurled their javelins and by 
-the din and clatter of horses and wheels 
commonly threw the ranks of the en­ 
emy into disorder and, m aking their 
way am ong the squadrons of the en­ 
em y’s cavalry, leaped down from their 
chariots and fought on foot. 
The charioteers then w ithdrew little 
•toy little out of the fight and placed 
their chariots in such a w ay that if 
they were hard pressed they could read­ 
ily retreat to their own side. 
Thus in 
battle they afforded the mobility of 
♦cavalry with the steadiness of infantry. 
Daily practice enabled them to pull 
tip their horses at full speed when on a 
steep slope or to run out on the pole 
land stand on the yoke and to get nim- 
illy back into the chariot 
With the introduction of cavalry in 
the later iron age came larger horses, 
hot their use for this purpose seems to 
have been restricted, to isolated areas. 
There is no doubt that the west Ger­ 
man tribes as late as the campaign of 
Caesar in Gaul used only the shaggy 
patty. It is said in cavalry actions they 
held It disgraceful and slothful to use 
any kind of saddle, and instead of 
charging in squadrons they dismounted 
and fought on foot. 
Aa far as England is concerned the 
art of riding seems to have been intro 
duced by the Normans. 
The Saxons 
appear to have been but indifferent 
horsemen.

“More than 97 per cent of Americans 
die without making a will,” says Fred­ 
erick Halsey in the ifeaerican Maga­ 
zine. 
“Have you made yours? 
It is 
conceded by legal authorities that it 
Is the duty of every person to leave a 
written will in order that the estate 
may be closed, the property divided 
among the proper beneficiaries and 
that the family or friends may have 
the benefits of the p ro p erty , yet more 
than 80 per cent of the holders of valu­ 
able property neglect this duty. 
‘T h e old superstition th at the man 
who makes a will w rites his death 
w a rran t is one of the chief causes of 
delay in making proper provision for 
the distribution of any estate after 
death. 
It is hard to calculate what 
percentage of men and women believe 
this superstition, because the majority 
will deny it. Court experts know that 
the percentage is large. 
Yet life in­ 
surance figures, taken in comparison 
w ith dates on wills, seem to show that 
instead of being correct the supersti­ 
tion is without basis and that men 
who have made wills have lived longer 
than the average.” 
Charles 8. Cutting, who is one of 
Am erica’s foremost authorities on pro­ 
bate law, gives the following directions 
for making a safe will that can’t be 
broken: 
Before you consult anybody decide 
how you propose to leave jo u r j>rop- 
erty. 
If the d isposition to be made is sim­ 
ple any ordinarily skilled person can 
draw your will. 
If your will is complicated, including 
trusts, life estates and so forth, employ 
the most skilled draftsm an within your 
acquaintance. 
Do as your legal adviser tells you as 
to m atters concerning which there may 
be doubt. 
Be sure to comply with all formali­ 
ties required by the statute, especially 
the following: 
Subscribe your name to the will in 
the presence of witnesses. 
Declare it to be your will in their 
presence. 
H ave at least two witnesses sign in 
your presence. 
If you sign by mark or for any rea­ 
son are unable to write your name 
have at least three witnesses to the 
fact of your signing by mark or that 
you fleqpeetfKl some other person to 
name. 
who have long known 
have no doubt as to your 
o witnesses. 
Place your will in the custody of 
some perfectly responsible person or 
corporation or In some receptacle, as a 
safety deposit vault, w hich cannot be 
opened after your death w ithout the 
presence of public officials. 
Remember that any provision you 
m ake for your wife is an offer to her 
to purchase from her her statutory 
rights and that if she chooses she may 
reject your offer and take under the 
statute. 
Don’t put off making a will until you 
are ill and your disinherited relatives 
will say th at your mind is affected. 
Don't believe th at making your will 
will hasten your death. 
In states where the statutes give a 
widow dower only in lier husband’s 
real estate don’t get. the idea that she 
will be the owner in fee of one-third of 
his realty. 
Don't attem pt to tie up your estate 
for a long period, providing for ulti­ 
mate distribution in the distant future. 
Courts are very apt to find ways to 
construe such a will contrary to your 
intention. 
Don’t let your will be the vehicle of 
conveying to posterity your hatred or 
dislike of individuals. 
If you are wealthy and have provid­ 
ed well for your family don’t forget 
the obligation you owe to the com 
uiunity. 
Don't attem pt to change your will 
after it is w ritten and witnessed by 
draw ing lines across certain portions of 
it and w riting in other directions. Such 
attem pts will fail. 
Don’t make a nonresident of your 
state executor of your will. Many 
states will not perm it him to a c t 
Don't have the man you selected as 
executor sign as a witness. It may dis­ 
qualify him. 
Don't allow any legatee or devisee in 
your will to sign as a witness, lf he 
does he may lose his legacy or devise. 
If you wish to add a codicil to your 
will don’t fail to have the codicil refer 
unm istakably to the will and to attach 
the codicil thereto physically. 
Don’t hesitate to change your will by 
codicil or otherwise whenever you see 
fit. 


How Does the Chimney Swift Get Her 
Brood Up the Flue? 
In the autum n chimney sw ift nests 
often made the chimney smoke, and 
they had to be fished out or knocked 
down by lowering a pine branch on a 
rope from the roof. 
Once upon a time, of course, these 
swallows built in hollow trees. But a 
pair of them, flying over Plymouth in 
1621, spied something which looked 
like a new kind of tree, and the breed 
w as on its way to a new procedure. 
Possibly the fact th at chimneys are 
safer from squirrels, coons, owls and 
other possible enemies was a factor in 
determ ining the change. Then, too, it 
is undoubtedly easier to find chimneys 
today than hollow trees. I well remem­ 
ber, as a boy, hearing a noise in one of 
our chimneys and pulling out the 
stovepipe hole cap in my chamber. 
There, directly opposite the opening, 
perched on a protruding brick, a sw ift 
was building a nest of sticks! 
I watched the whole process, fasci­ 
nated by the sticky mucilage which the 
bird secreted in her salivary glands tv. 
fasten the sticks together, and after 
the mother was sitting gradually got 
her so tame—or, rather, sufficiently 
subdued ber wildness—th at she would 
rem ain occasionally on the nest when 
the cap was removed. My great desire 
was to see how she got the young birds 
up the chimney after they were large 
enough to leave the nest, but, alas, 
th at feat was accomplished one day 
when I wasn’t looking! 
I felt certain 
then th at she m ust have carried thorn 
up in her bill, though I was laughed 
at for my belief. 
H as any one observed a chimney 
sw ift getting her young up the flue? 
Curiously enough, I myself have never 
bad another chance to watch.—W alter 
Prichard Eaton in H arper’s Magazine.

States, 
drained 
the 
tank and then 
poured back one gallon only. 
At e x ­ 
actly twenty-three minutes after two, 
the car started on a non-stop run, with 
four passengers • 
Roberts rode as offi­ 
cial observer and took the speedometer 
reading before starting and at the end 
of the run. 
“ The route selected was from the 
river in Canal street to the cemeteries. 
The car made the round trip more 
than five times, while interested specta­ 
tors stood on the street wondering how 
many times the car could come back on 
the original gallon of fuel. 


“ Many stops had to be made between 
Camp and Rampart streets, 
but the 
motor was kept running the entire time 


at an average of eighteen miles an hour. 


The test was an actual one and the 
running represented the average de­ 
mand made on an automobile. 


“ After the thirty-third mile had reg­ 
istered, the exhaust pipe began to spit 
and the end of the run was evident. 
Another tenth showed on the speedo­ 
meter, however, before the car gave up 
absolutely for the want of fuel and 
marked the end of the test, the record 
of which is well worth being proud of 
by the Woodring-Hamilton Motor Co., 
local distributers for the 
Chevrolet 
cars. 


“ Andrew7 Cappetta, better known as 
“ M idget,” salesman connected 
with 
t h e

A wire was immediately sent to 
Russell E- Gardner, who is at the head 
of the Chevrolet Motor Company at 
St. Louis, advising him of the record 
made.

house, stated that he was confident that 
the Chevrolet would do itself proud, 
but did not expect more than twenty- 


eight or twenty-nine 
miles
